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County Board holds annual organizational meeting

‘The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners’ annual 
organizational meeting on 
January 5 held little in the way 
of changes for the upcoming 
calendar year. 

In 2002, the Board voted to 
allow the term of its chairper- 
son to increase from one to two 
years, therefore District 4 
Commissioner Lynnette Corlew 
will continue leading the Board 
as its Chairperson in 2004. 

Board members re-elected 
unanimously District = 2 
Commissioner Scott Hanson to 

‘continue serving as their Vice 
Chairman, 

As County Chair, Corlew 
reappointed District 5 
Commissioner Dave 
Stephenson as Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
District 3 Commissioner 
Shelley Pinkelman as 
Chairperson of the Personnel 
and Labor Committee, District 
1 Commissioner Harold “Tike” 
Golnick as Chairman of. the 
Law Enforcement Committee, 
and District 7 Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee as Chairman of 
the Judicial Committee. 

Chairpersons of each com- 
mittee are chosen for their 
background and interest in their 
particular committee. Before 

_making the re-appointments, 
Corlew confirmed the willing- 
ness of cach Commissioner to 
continue leading their respec- 
live committees, 

The Board also discussed its 
Board Procedures and recom- 
mended some changes. 

The recent absence of both 
the Chair and Vice Chair from a 
regular meeting of the Board 
due to illness, caused the 
remaining five to have to decide 
who would preside over the 
meeting. No board rule had 
been established to address 
such a situation, 

The Commissioners agreed 
the chain of command proceed 
as follows: Chair, Vice Chair, 
Chair of Ways and Means, 
Chair of Personnel and Labor. 

In the matter of leadership at 
board workshops, the County 
Chair will open the workshop, 
then pass leadership on to the 
appropriate committee chair- 
person, depending on the nature

of the workshop. 

To allow for the santinuante 
of business in the event of the 
absence of the Board Chair, the 
Commissioners recommended 
the Vice Chair become signa- 
ture designee for such docu- 
ments as resolutions and grant 
application approvals that are 
time-sensilive. 

Board members also agreed 
to establish a deadline of 4:30 
p.m. on the Friday before any 
meeting for those wishing to be 
put on the its agenda, 
Exceptions can be made for 
emergency situations. Corlew 
said this will save the county 
money by reducing the amount 
of times County Clerk Sandra 
Moore has to make changes and 
new copies of the agenda. 

The new rule will also allow 
Moore to have the 
Commissioners’ information 
packets ready for their review 
by noon on Monday before 


each meeting, giving them a bit 


more time to learn the details of 


issues 
Board. 

The Board agreed to add a 
clause to its procedures that 
will reserve its right to include 
any person in an executive ses- 
sion it determines could con- 
tribute to the discussion of an 
issue. No action can be taken in 
an executive session. The 
action must be addressed in 
open session for a vote. 
Executive sessions are used in 
most instances to pratect the 
privacy of an employee or for 
discussions with legal counsel. 

A vote on these board proce- 
dure changes will take place at 
the County’s first regular meet- 
ing of the year.

Watchful neighbor helps spare 


family’s belongings

A family of five was able to 
keep most of its personal belong- 
ings after a New Year’s Eve 
house fire, thanks to the watchful 
eye of a’neighbor and quick 
response by fire fighters, 

About 21:25 p.m. on 
December 31, Beaver Creek Fire 
Department responded to a home 
on Switzer Boulevard when a 
neighbor reported seeing flames 
in the rear of the house. No one 
was home at the time. 

Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp soon 
called for a second alarm, asking 


for water point and tanker assis- 
tance from the Grayling City and 
Township Fire Department. 

Fire fighters missed welcom- 
ing in 2004, as they spent nearly 
four hours on scene and used 


about 14,000 gallons of water: 


battling the blaze. __ 

Holtcamp said the home mea- 
sures only about 800 square feet, 
so quick action was needed to 
save what they could. Add-ons 
to the home created a bit of a 
challenge, with the fire trying to 


. spread in between double ceil- 


ings. But the fire chief said his 
men were able to keep the blaze 


ene 
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under control and spared a lot of 
the family’s personal belongings. 

Key to the success of the fire 
department was cooperation 
between the two departments and 
the availability of a dry hydrant 
system installed in Beaver Creek 
Township, Holtcamp said. 

“The whole system worked the 
way it is supposed to,” he said. 
“In areas where there is no pub- 
lic water system, a dry hydrant 
system is the way to go.” 

Dry hydrants are installed in 
many locations throughout the

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Deaths 
remain a 
mystery

The deaths of a Roscommon 
County father and his daughter, 
and the illness of his wife, have 
health officials and law enforce- 
ment baffled. 

Michigan State Police at the 
Houghton Lake Post are contin- 
uing their investigation into 
what they are calling the “suspi- 
cious deaths” of Gerald 
Mayhew, age 64, and his daugh- 
ter, Christina Mayhew, age 35, 

The situation began to unfold 
on December 3! when Carol 
Mayhew, wife of Gerald, was 
taken by ambulance from the 
family’s home at 204 East 
Skyline Drive in AuSable 
Township to Mercy Hospital in 
Grayling. 

A description of her symp- 
toms and type of treatment she 
is receiving have not been 
released, She remains hospital- 
ized in stable condition as of 
press lime. 

Just two days later, on Friday, 
January 2, ambulances from 
South Branch Township and 
Mobile Medical Response. 
returned to the home and found 
one person had died, while 
another was transported to the 


hospital, but died later of 
unknown causes as well, 
Post Commander F/Lt. 


Patrick Boyd said his office is 
working with Dr. Robert 
Graham, an administrator at 
Central Michigan District 
Health, as well as_ the 
Roscommon County Health 
Department and Sheriff's 
Department in an attempt to 
identify the reason for the ill- 
nesses and subsequent deaths. 

“There were also two grand- 
children in the house, about 12 
and [4 in age,” said Dr. Graham, 
“but they have no sign of ill- 
ness.” Because of this, carbon 
monoxide poisoning does not 
seem to be the culprit. 

“We don’t have a lot of 
answers here,” said Boyd. “At 
this point, we have to leave most 


‘of the investigation in the hands 


of doctors and scientists.” 

Dr. Graham said there is no

City suspends water fluoridation 


Due to an untimely death in 
the city’s Department of Public 
Works (DPW), the City of 
Grayling is temporarily sus- 
pending the fluoridation of its 
municipal water supply. 

Doug Duby, the DPW super- 
visor, was the only one at the 
department licensed to operate 
the fluoridation process. Duby 

‘ passed away last week. He had 
been in and out of the hospital 
while battling an illness recent- 
ly, City Manager Allen Lowe 
said, 

According to the city, the 
suspension of fluoride treat- 
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ment of the city water supply is 
not permanent. “The City of 
Grayling has temporarily dis- 
continued fluoridation of its 
municipal water supply. This is 
an interim measure, and you 
will be notified when fluorida- 
tion resumes. The change will 
not affect the quality, taste or 
safety of the water,” the city 
stated in its official notice to 
residents. 

The city adds fluoride to its 
water to “promote healthy 
teeth,” Lowe said. The city is 
required to notify its residents 
in the event of a change with its 
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fluoridation practices, he said. 


The city is currently looking 
into its options with regard to 
filling Duby’s position at the 
DPW and reinstating its fluori- 
dation. 

“We haven't decided what to 
do with filling Doug’s spot,” 
Lowe said. 

With regard to the fluorida- 
tion, Lowe said the city is look- 
ing into having a licensed per- 
son from a nearby community 
take care of it, or have one of 
the remaining DPW workers 
get licensed.

Shelter honors its 
mission, offers 
spay/neuter 
program for cats 


The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, Inc, in hon- 
oring an important part of its 
mission statement, is offering 
a program to help local resi- 
dents get their cats spayed or 
neutered. 

The mission statement 
includes providing informa- 
tion about animal welfare to 
adults and children, especially 
the benefits of spaying and 
neutering. But the shelter is 
going to go orfe step further. 

The non-profit organization 
‘recently received a grant for 
$1,000 to be used specifically 
for the purposes of promoting 
spaying and neutering as a 
means of helping control the 
local unwanted pet population. 

The grant was received from 
the Very Best Pet Network late 
last year, following a success- 

: ful application. made by grant 
writer Cynthia Timmons of 

’ Fundfinders, in Grayling, on 
behalf of the shelter. 

Shelter manager Dixie 
Lobsinger is asking those in 
the community to call her to 
make arrangements to have 
their cats altered, funded in 


part by grant monies. 

“Those of you who let your 
cats outside, and have not had 
them spayed or neutered, are 
coniributing to the over- 
whelming «population ° of 
unwanted cats in this county,” 
she said, “Most of those 
unwanted cats and litters of 
kiltens end up at the shelter, 
and even though we do our 
best to find homes for all of 
them, it is no secret that many 
do not find homes and end up 
euthanized. We do not enjoy 
this task and are working hard 
to reduce the problem.” 

Many people are of the 
belicf that following alter- 
ation, a cat loses its instinct to 
hunt or “mouse.” This is sim- 
ply not true. Even cats kept 
for rodent or vermin control 
on farms remain active in the 
hunt and continue to earn their 
keep. “Spaying or neutering 
your cat will not change its 
personality,” Lobsinger said. 


“Once a cat, always a cat.” — 

Altering your cat will also 
help tremendously in curbing 
the reasons why so many peo- 
ple let them outside in the first 
place. 

Anyone who has ever heard 
a female cat in heat in the mid- 
dle of the night knows it can 
drive an owner to let her out- 
side, But this only leads to lit- 
ters of unwanted kittens, time 
and again. An altered female 
cat may still go through some 
“amorous” times after alter- 
ation, when she is more affec- 
lionate and seeks more of your 
attention, but the . yowling 
stops and she is much more 
content to find indoor adven- 
tures a satisfying routine. 

There are no guarantees that 
a male cat that has developed 
the habit of “marking his terri- 
tory” indoors will cease this 
practice once neutered, 
Lobsinger said there remains a 
50 percent chance that he will 
continue this practice, though 
many stop. He will, however, 
stop fathering hundreds of kit- — 
tens. 

“We know many more peo- 
ple would like to do the 
responsible thing, but cannot 
afford the expense of the 
surgery. And those who own 
male cats are just as responsi- 
ble as those who own 
females,” said Lobsinger. 
“Their cats are making the 
babies... they just don't bring . 
them home with them.” 

This new spay/neuter pro- 
gram will last as long as the 
grant funds last. Lobsinger 
has made arrangements with a _ 
veterinarian to accommodaie: 
as ‘indny surgical procedures 
as the funds will allow. 
Transportation to and from the 
vet’s office from the shelter 
will be provided by shelter 
staff and volunteers.

firm date he can expect the 
results of laboratory tests and 
autopsies being performed at 
Sparrow Hospital in Lansing. 
Graham said both individuals 
will undergo a variety of tests for 
signs of infectious diseases, 
common “organic” disorders 
such as heart disease, and toxins: 
“We are just as eager as the 


public to know exactly what 
caused these deaths,” said Boyd. 
“But we have to be patient and 
wait for the results of the autop- 
sies. We do not believe there is 
any danger to the general public 
due to lack of illness in the 
grandchildren who also lived in 
the home.” 

Original reports that a quaran- 
tine of the emergency room or 


any other part of Mercy Hospital 
in Grayling had been established 
last Friday, have been denied by 
hospital spokesperson Meghan 
Whinnery from her office at 
Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City. 

Grayling Mercy Hospital is 
part of the Munson corporate 
family.

ded its partisans into key policy and 
administrative positions throughout 
state government, and inaugurated a 
variety of programs, including tax cuts, 
extending several years into the future. 

As exhibited by her campaign and 
her inauguration address, she brought 
to the new job optimistic views about 
changing the old order and doing all 
sorts of good new things. However, 
you cannot finance lots of good new 
things without money, and money is 
short. 

All things considered, Jennifer 
Granholm did very well in her first 
year as Michigan governor.

IF IT SEEMS as if the governor and 
legislature in 2003 always were work- 
ing on cutting government programs, 
they were. 

Budget deficits were a year long 
problem, beginning with making ends 


meet in the last budget enacted under 
former Gov. John Engler. Then Gov. 
Granholm submitted her own new bal- 
anced budget, but had to slash spend- 
ing again when revenue estimates 
slackened and the first Granholm bud- 
get fell into the red. 

It's a credit both to Gov. Granholm 
and to the Republicans in the legisla- 
ture that in every case so far, they have 
come to sometimes begrudging terms. 

In most cases, any heavy political 
carping both ways came from profes- 
sional partisans outside the govern- 
ment, whose assignment is to criticize 
the opposite party, no matter what. 

For 2004, financial problems likely 
will continue, with short budgets again 
at center stage all year long. 

Without adequate finances, new pro- 
grams will be difficult for either side. 
Further cuts in existing programs also 
may be in store.

GIVEN THE SETTING and the 


characters, Gov. Granholm could have | 


faced much more strife than she 
endured. 

In California, for example, Gov. 
Gray Davis was elected at the same 
November 2002 election as Ms. 
Granholm, His political fate at a spe- 
cial recall election made political his- 
tory. 

Some of the same trappings as 2003 
faced the lawmaking process in 1959. 
The results were considerably differ- 
ent. 

Gov. G. Mennen Williams was a 
Democrat and the legislature was 
solidly controlled by Republicans. 
They had been haggling about money 
for years. Mr. Williams was in his sixth 
two-year term as governor in 1959, 
always with a Republican legislature. 

_ The Michigan economy was in the 


dumps in 1959, and state government 
faced a cash crisis. Gov. Williams for 
years had proposed a personal income 
tax, and*Republicans for years were 
dead set against one. 

In 1959, both sides refused to com- 
promise, and one day state government 
statistically ran out of money. 

A "“payless payday" for state 
employees gave Michigan a national 
black eye. There was not an actual 
"payless payday" although checks 
were delayed a day or so, and eventu- 
ally the impasse between governor and 
legislature was broken. 

Such extremes did not occur in 
Michigan in 2003 ..... but problems 
could have been much more severe if 
less reasonable people had been in 
charge,

Earlier is better when it 
comes to working on your 
taxes. The Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) encourages 
everyone to get a head start on 
tax preparation. Not only do 
you avoid the last-minute rush, 
early filers also get a faster 
refund. 

There are seven easy ways to 
get a good jump on your taxes 
long before the April 15 dead- 
line rolls around: 

1. Gather your records in 
advance. Make sure you have 
all the records you need, 
including W-2s and 1099s. 
Don't forget to save a copy for 
your files. 

2. Get the right forms. 
They're available around the 
clock on the IRS Web site, 
www.irs.gov, under "Forms 
and Publications." 

3. Take your time. Don't for- 
get to leave room for a coffee 
break when filling out your tax 
return. Rushing can mean

_ House Bill 4938, signed into 
law as Public Act 238 of, 2003, 
marks the first comprehensive 
revision of the notary statutes 
since they were enacted in 1846. 

Making the nortary process 

more contemporary was among

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Land’s first-year goals. She 
worked with lawmakers and 
county clerks to move legislation 
forward. HB 4938 is sponsored 
by state Rep. Shelley Taub (R- 
Bloomfield Hills). 

“We must make sure that gov- 
ernment evolves to meet today’s 
needs,” Land said. “Updating our 
notary laws complements my 
ongoing efforts to deliver better 
service. 

“Bringing greater clarity and 
efficiency to this process benefits 
customers at all levels. This is a 
major accomplishment, and I 
commend Representative Taub 
for her leadership.” 

“Notaries public serve a vital 
role in our democracy,” Taub 
said. “They are entrusted with 
significant responsibilities, and 
citizens depend on them for a 
variety of services. 

The process for appointing and 
regulating them must be as con- 
cise and effective as possible. 
I'm proud to have ushered this 
initiative through the Legislature, 
and | appreciate Secretary Land’s 
vision and guidance.” 

A notary public is someone 
who is legally authorized to wit- 


ness signatures and administer 
oaths. 

The new law: 

* Creates the Michigan Notary 
Public Act. 

¢ Extends the length of new 
appointments by an additional 
two years, resulting in fess’ data- 
entry work for the state. 

* Streamlines the application 
and appointment process. For 
example, commissions will now 
be mailed to applicants upon 
appointment, rather than going 
through a two-step process of 
identification and filing at the 
county clerk level. 

* Establishes monthly reporting 
between county. clerks and the 
Secretary of State. 

* Allows for use of electronic 
signatures already on file with the 
Department of State. for future 
online processing. 

* Clarifies rules, responsibili- 
ties and restrictions, 

* Establishes a statewide 
appointment, which eliminates 
the need to reapply when moving 
within the state, 

* Creates new notary crimes, 
including sanctions for the 
notary’s employer,
